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EDITORIAL 


The magnificent cavalcade of football 
that was the 1982 World Cup has come and 
gone. 

For the most part the impression was gained 
of a series of great colour and quality, and there 
has been a breakthrough to the general public 
of Australia. 

It was in 1974 that the World Cup, with 
Australia competing, pierced the screen that so 
often separates Soccer from the bulk of the 
Australian people. That impetus was lost, and 

ly because the code failed to deliver the 
goods at club level. Whilst the national team 
was away, keen Soccer people were left with a 
few odd matches and the competitions failed to 
interest when the leading players returned. 

The obvious lesson was that Australia must 
have proper continuity of the highest class 
Soccer that it can muster. 

Tracing a line through to the present day, it 
appears that the country will have the funds on 
which to build its infrastructure for the 1986 
World Cup chase. And for the World Youth 
Championship activities of 1983 and 1985 as 
well, 

International football can ice the cake, but a 
nation does not achieve unless it has a top 
quality league or leagues. 

In fact the major competitions provide the 
bread and butter of the game, and often the jam 
as well. . 

Australia must have higher quality football, 
better displayed as regards stadiums and prom- 
otion, and develop its own players through to 
star and superstar qualities. 

Most of the major clubs have been formed 
and promoted by leading ethnic groups. Thank 
heavens they had the interest and drive to do 
so, because it has helped Soccer progress. 

But fo go places more enthusiasts must be 
brought into the game. For increased crowds 
extra sapport must be drawn from, for exam- 
ple, Argeutinians, Chileans, Cypriots, Leban- 
ese, Koreans, Turks, Spanish, Portugese, apart 
from the Angle-Saxon-Celtic element and | 
whoever else. 

How many Philips League or leading State 
League clubs are interested in this field? Some 
| of course, because they are already multi- | 
cultural already, and a handful of others be- 
cause they possess the ability to think ahead. 

And then there are the young people from 
whatever original stock. Or even the now big 

sumbers that are of mixed national back- | 
| grounds. 

Can the children and youth players, who so 
often play the game in schools and institutes 
and junior clubs, be influenced to witness PSL 
and other matches in greater numbers? 
| Can Soccer go across the various barriers — 
|| the various socio-economic groups — and in- | 
crease its popularity? Is enough being done to 
recognise the elements of the job and put them 
into their places? 

The Federal Minister of Communications, 
Mr Brown, has publicaliy recognised that Soc- 
cer telecasting has a bigger role to play in the

Sunday night. 

Marconi's secretary-manager, George Keith, fold us : “We 
had special large screens put in to the club for the telecast 
and had 500 people in af 2. am. When Italy won, the crowd 
blew out fo some 2,000 who crammed the club for breakfast. 

“1 can imagine all the sickies today. The Htolian labour 
force will be at an all-time low. It’s worse than a general 
strike! 

“But it's great for Soccer really, isn’t it?” 

At the APIA Club, promotions man Bob Powell said: “It's 
absolutely bedlam here. We've had hundreds through the 
premises and they just wouldn't go home. The whole 
Leichhardt area is just a sea of green, white and red.“

Jimmy Rooney was sacked last week. 


That's the second time in 
just over a month Heidel- 
berg United have given him 
the bullet. 

Initially he was placed on 
transfer, which he was 
never told about — reading 
about it in the papers => 
and he was never given an 
adequate reason for the 
move. 

Thattled to him joining 
Victorian State Leaguers 
Croydon City, but still con- 
tinuing as coach of the 
Heidelberg Second Divi- 
sion team ... until last 
week. 

To add insult to injury. 
Heidelberg sacked him, 
along with his assistant coa- 
ch Eddie Reid. 

“I've been cut out by the 
club altogether. It wasn't 
very fair the way IT was 
treated, particularly as 1 
contributed so much in the 
last three-and-a-half years. 

“J never got any answers. 

“A few people have 
been dishonest about it 
all, from the first minute | 
was placed on transfer.” 

Outlining his sacking as 
the reserve team coach. 
Rooney said: 

“When I signed for 
Croydon. | asked that club 
if they would mind if I car- 
ried on as coach of the 
reserve team. and they 
were all for it, The reason 
given for my sacking was 
that I signed for Croydon. 

“Yet when I signed for 
Croydon, it was already 
clear to Heidelberg that I 
would carry on with the 
reserve team. 

He added that the senior 
team coach. Len McKen- 


dry, had a good working 
relationship with himself 
and Reid, even after 
Rooney's departure from 
the PSL squad. 

“They said it.was a com- 
mittee decision.: There was 
not very much f-could do. 
And Eddie Reid was just 
the man in the middle . . . 
he had nothing to do with 
it.” 

Rooney said the af- 
fairs of the past five 
weeks had upset him 
very deeply. 

“From the start the coa- 
ch denied it was him. It 
looked like it was the com- 
mittee versus me. and they 
said it was an economic 
decision. 

“The coach was put in 
the middle of the turmoil. 
and that made it hard for 
him.” 

I asked Rooney if there 
was any bitterness towards 
McKendry. 

“That's a very hard ques- 
tion. I respected the man 
very much, and we had 
done a fot together. And 
we were very good friends. 
But it seemed a bit strange 
me being put on the trans- 
fer list and him not 
knowing. 

“In that way he was put 
in a difficult position. The 
way if looks fs that he de- 
cided to stay on the side of 
the club. 

“As far as the club is 
concerned, | feel very 
bitter. Of course no play- 
er is bigger than his club. 

“Maybe I wasn't playing 
as well as I should have. but 
I wish T had been given the 
chance to fight my way 


‘back in. And there wasn't 
any reason to ask me to 
take a cut in salary, which 
was against my pride and 
my principles. 

“We were three points 
off the top when everything 
happened, and it was sad to 
have to read it in the 
papers. 

“Tf the coach had said I 
was on the list, that’s the 
acceptable thing in the 
game. But when you get 
the coach denying things. it 
seemed a bit strange.~ 

Rooney and McKendry 
always seemed to be the 
perfect captain-coach 
partnership at Heidelberg. 

Rooney had also been 
McKendry’s captain in the 
Victorian side, with the last 
game in February this year 
against Hungary. 

How a player's form 
can go from being State 
capiain in February. to 
not being up to Philips 
League standard in June 
is a question only 
MeKendry could answer. 

“We had planned the 
whole season together. and 
everything was going ac- 
cording to plan, then bang. 
I felt I was doing a good 
enough job, and I just think 
Heidelberg have been mis- 
sing a bit of experience 
since then.” 

Rooney made reference 
to the Paddy Bannon affair. 
He had taken over from 
McKendry as coach at the 
beginning of 1981. and at 
the same time the club 
asked stalwart Bannon to 
retire. 

However, he wanted to 
join another club, and

PLUM JOB

Gentlemen, the plum job has been taken

During his speech at a farewell. dinner 
organised by the Victorian Branch of the 
Australian Soccer Press Association, Brian 
Le Fevre named Brian Emery as. his 
successor. 

“Brian Emery did a. tremendous. job 
with the World Youth Championship, and 
Sir Arthur George would like to give hima 
20," said Le Fevre- 

Though Le Fevre. did not. mean_to pre- 
empt the: decision: of the: ASF Executive 
meeting on July 28, he hinted that Emery’s 
appointment. was a formality: 

Le Fevre’s prediction is supported by the 

fact that Emery: is in'Spain with the: presi- 
dent.of the Australian Soccer Federation; 
studying. the: organisation of the: World: 
Cup. 
‘As.a reliable source told me: “Sir Arthur 
wanted: Emery to: gain:the: experience: of 
major. Soccer competitions, such as the 
World Cup; ‘before: his. official: appoint- 
ment.” 

Le: Fevre dismissed: the suggestion that 
the secretary of the Victorian Soccer Fed- 
eration, George Wallace, is a strong con- 
tender for the job. 

“I doubt it,” he said. 
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“Personally, I consider George Wallace 
a successful administrator. capable. of 
running the ASF office.” 

Le’ Fevre said that events in the last-12 
months of the Gutendorf era partly con- 
tributed to his resignation. 

He said that last week the Australian 
Soccer Federation issued group certificates 
to 124 players engaged at various times for 
national duty. 

This revelation was the best summary of 
the: reasons: for our failure inthe World 
Cup. campaign given by a Federation offi- 
cial so far. 

Le® Fevre.did. not’ disagree. with: my 
suggestion :that his’ decision: to criticise 
publicly: PSL clubs for failing to pay. their 
accounts: with TAA, earned him enemies. 

“T- know: I embarrassed’ some people,’ 
he’ said. “"These people did not appreciate 
the fact that I was:the person at the other. 
end of the phone’ every. time: the’ airline 
tang demanding their overdue payments.” 

Whatever the reasons for Le Fevre’s 
resignation; the fact of the matter remains 
that he offered-his best sevices to the code 
during his 13 years in office. 

That ts the reason people cannot help 
feeling that Soccer has lost an experienced, 
capable and honest administrator. 


HONES 
SAYS BITTER ROONE 


Rooney pressed for him to 
be given a free transfer. 
which Heidelberg were 
against. 

In 1981, Heidelberg were 
struggling, with 10 points 
from 10 games. and 
Rooney looked back: 

“When I was coach I was 
pushing for MeKendry to 
come back all the time. I 
felt I had so much to offer 
playing wise. and the coa- 
ching work was getting a bit 
too much.

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OBJECTIONS EXAMINED 


By John Glasby, of the Ku-ring-gai Soccer Coaches Association 


Under 7 and under 8 mini-Soccer and under 9 and under 10 junior-Soccer has generally been well received 
in the Ku-ring-gai District. 


There has however, 
been some adult opposi- 
tion to parts of the pro- 
gramme and the rationale 
behind the concept is stili 
misunderstood by a 
minority. 

Yet we are seeing 
young players enjoying 
their Soccer, and poten- 
tially talented players 
have flourished. 

Two major but il- 
founded objections to the 
scheme were apparent 
during the early develop- 
ment stages: 

1. The small-sided 
games are not ‘‘real 
Soccer”. 

This objection is short 
lived. Once parents and 
adult observers are ex- 
posed to the mini game it 
becomes obvious that the 
young player is better 
suited to the modified 
game. 

The players are always 
in touch with the play, 
and with more ball ex- 
posure are able to 
develop flair and original- 


ity in their play. 

2. “The lack of competi- 
tion tables produce play- 
ers who have no com- 
petitive spirit and no will 
to win.” 

There is no valid argu- 
ment to support this ob- 
jection. Every game a 
player participates in is 


- competitiveness in the 


true sense of the word. 

This type of competi- 
tion is heaithy for young 
players. It is the unnatural 
pressure of season long 
“competition tables” that 
is unheaithy, in the sense 
that winning becomes all- 
important. 

To achieve this end 
young players are often 
discouraged from experi- 
menting and develop- 
ment skills in the game 
situation for fear of losing 
that ‘vital game’.

COUNTRY CONNED? 


Earlier this year the NSW Co-ordinator of 
Coaching Eric Ameil requested myself, as 
NSW Technical Director of Coaching, to at- 
tend meetings with Soccer officials at Albury 
and Orange. 

The idea was to answer questions on the 
coaching scheme being put forward at the 
annual meeting at the cost of 50 cents per boy 
to raise $60,000. : 

The country vote was needed for the 
scheme to go through as city lobbying indi- 
cated a slight vote against. 

In both centres local officials stated they 
had faith in theprogramme with me involved 
due to past experience of courses I had run. 

Well the ony vote carried the motion 
and | was replaced by Eric Arneil as Director 
of Coaching. 

The country can't be impressed with Mr 
Arneil’s first effort. The appointment was 
made of a preliminary level coach at Orange. 
He must have partaken in the decision to ban 
the four Orange lads from the Under 14 State 
side if they received free coaching and ac- 
commodation from Blacktown City. 

He had already agreed to use the Parklea 
“Academy” as the venue for the boys courses 
in 1983 and thereafter, which will louble the 
cost of boys attending and put at least $15,000 
on 1982 estimates into the Parklea establish 
ment. 

Has the NSW Amateur Soccer Federation 
and particularly the country bought a- well- 
wrapped cake package, only to find upon 
opening it that the contents are below stan- 
dard? 

In 1983 the country officials might like to 
cost the 1982 parcel, and then put their 50 
cents back in their pocket and get their heads 
together to elect another president from the 
country to look after their interests. 

You can buy a lot of coaching for $20,000 to 
$30,000.

To expediate matters be- 
tween the women’s group 
and FIFA, Mr.van Hattum, 
who would be attending the 
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World Cup in Spain, was 
asked to represent the 
women in talks with the 
organising Secretary of 
FIFA. 

Despite efforts to have 
the inaugural meeting held 
in Brisbane at the same 
time as the Australian 
national titles in August- 
September, it was decided 
that it would be better to 
hold the metting in Auck- 
land due to the cost factor. 

The meeting will be held 
on October 9-10 with the 
decisions made at the meet- 
ing passed to the secretary 
of Oceania (men’s section), 
who would be holding their 
meeting on December 6. 

Perusal.. of. the..Oceania 
constitution was made and 
certain. recommendations 
and adoptions suggested. 

Some. interesting - side- 
lights came from. the meet- 
ing when. it was suggested 
that there be a section in 
the new..constitution that 
would deal with countries 
having women playing Soc- 
cer but were unable to. ob- 
tain recognition from their 
male: counterpart. 

This was obviously aimed 
at the Asian countries 
where there is an attempt 
to form a seperate women’s 
Soccer world organisation. 

It would appear that in

certain Asian countries, 
women are regarded as in- 
ferior and to join the men 
‘on an equal footing is not 
accepted. This has 
prevented some Asian 
countries with women Soc- 
cer-playing groups from in- 
directly joining FIFA 
through their male Soccer 
organisations. 

Bill. Wiggle, the Papua- 
New. Guinea delegate, said 
that women’s Soccer is 
played in Port Moresby but 
only” at social level. Mr 
Wiggle said that with the 
formation: of the. women’s 
section. of Oceania, it. was 
possible that a more organ- 


ised attempt would. be). 


made: 

Through: an: interpreter, 
Mr Bosia said. that women’s 
Soccer was. confined to the 
main. island: in’ the: New 
Caledonian group and most 
of it. was played in Papeete. 
There were 16.teams play- 
ing in Papeete and one 
team on an adjoining 
island: 

Mr Bosia said that the 
standard of women’s foot- 
ball:-was quite high there. 

The reason why where 
was no expansion out of the 
main island and Papeete 
was because of the strong 
missionary influence on the 
outer island, Mr Bosia said. 


Girls coming from the 
outer islands to Papeete to 
work were departing from 
homes that had a Melane- 
sian outlook on life, where 
it was just not done for 
women and girls to expose 
their legs to the public

island homes, they had to 
revert to wearing long, leg- 
covering dresses, thus 
preventing any hope of 
forming Soccer teams.
